Just over two years ago 
Jack Reilly stood in front 
of club delegates from all 
over Victoria and deliv- 
ered one of the most bit- 
ing verbal salvos ever 
directed at a Victorian 
Soccer Federation board 
member at a public 
meeting. 

It was the VSF’s annual 
general meeting and Reilly 
was trying to oust Lou Stafrace 
from the independent seat on 
the board 

Reilly succeeded. 

Just over three months ago 
Reilly went for broke. The tar- 
get this time was Michael 
Weinstein. chairman of the 
VSF. Again Reilly succeeded. 

Reilly now attends ASF 
executive meetings and is on 
the World Cup committee and 
already the rumor mongers 
are touting the former Soc- 
ceroo as a future ASF 
president 

With good cause too. After 
all. this is the same Jack Reilly 
who was an outspoken critic of 
Sir Arthur George when Rale 
Rasic was sacked as national 
coach, isn't it? The Reilly who 
so often has lambasted the ASF 
for the way it treats former 
Socceroo greats and national 
team players in general, the 
Reilly who has been a loud dis- 
ciple of the need for change 
and who has crowed about the 
contribution players can make 
at administrative level for 
years 

Or is it the same man? 

“Anyone who talks about me 
challenging Sir Arthur has got 
a hole in his head,” said Reilly 

“I've been very vocal about 
the way Sir Arthur ran soccer 
in this country. in fact I'm still 
waiting for my gold medallion 
that was promised to me and 
all the players at Sydney air- 
port in 1974 just before we left 
for the World Cup Finals in 
Germany I'll also never come 
to terms with sacking a suc- 
cessful coach like Rale Rasic, 
but I've seen things in a slightly 
different light since sitting in 
on ASF executive meetings 

“I can tell you now, without 
elaborating too much, that if 
not for Sir Arthur George's per- 
sonal involvement, the game 
would be pretty sick in this 
country but, at the same time, I 
ask myself why did we allow 
ourselves to get into such a 
Situation 

“I really believe that the 
best thing that can happen the 
way things stand right now is 
for Sir Arthur to be seen up 
front in the Gold Cup tourna- 
ment here next year and to

“Look, I've got to put up or 
shut up in Victoria first. Then 
again, who knows? In time, if 
people think I’m doing a rea- 
sonable job and think that I 
could do a similar job at that 
level then I'd have to consider 
my position.” 

Maybe one day Reilly will 
run for parliament. The essen- 
tial prerequisites are there. 

_ But there's no hedging when 
it comes to discussing the posi- 
tion of nation2! team coach. 

“Right now I'm totally in fa- 
vor of the two-year term of- 
fered to Frank Arok because it 
was offered with one specific 
goal in mind — the 1988 Olym- 
pic Games 

“We've got to take things one 
step at a time. If we make it to 
the Olympics, and I certainly 
anticipate us doing so. then 
let’s look next to what needs to 
be done to get us to the World 
Cup Finals in Italy in 1990. 

“I make no secret of the fact 
that I firmly believe that, in 
technical terms, Len 
McKendry is the best coach in 
Australia, but to be honest, I 
doubt very much because of, 
Say, personality clashes or poli- 
tics or whatever you want to 
call it, that McKendry will 
coach the nationa) team. But

that happens in many walks of 
life. Sometimes the best man 
doesn't get the job in soccer 
and you end up with a good 
coach-cum-manager-cum-PR 
man. 

“McKendry has proven him- 
self at representative leve) 
with the Victorian team but no- 
one Can say that Frank isn't do- 
ing a really good job.” 

Reilly made a controversial 
ASF executive meeting debut 
He wanted to “test the water” 
as he puts it. and he found out 
that at times it gets pretty hot. 

“Well, we had a few discus- 
sions and, to be honest, it got a 
bit fiery there for a while 
People were Standing up and 
yelling at each other but it set- 
tled down once we all realised 
that we were there to try to 
make the game better. That's 
the only thing that counts. For 
far too long the people who 
support the game — the fans — 
have been getting a raw deal 
and it’s up to people like us to 
change that." 


Change has been the key- 
note struck in Reilly’s speech- 
es, not just at executive level 
but at public level. He claims 
that the ASF and VSF have 
been reactionary bodies, re- 
acting to crises rather than 
establishing a structure and 
instituting policies which 
minimise the chances of such 
crises developing. 


Reilly, Vito Cilauro, John 
Dimtsis, Henry Siwka and John 
Branov last week held the first 
meeting of the VSF's forward 
Planning and promotion com- 
mittee which will take a long, 
hard look at the league struc- 
ture of Victorian soccer and 
formulate a plan that will car- 
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ry soccer in Victoria into the 
1990s. 

“Is soccer structured cor- 
rectly in Victoria? Is the cur- 
rent State League, Victorian 
League, Provisional League 
and Amateur League set-up the 
right one? I don’t think it is and 
the meeting we had last week 
was a no-holds-barred affair 
We came up with a tot more 
wrongs than rights but it’s our 
task to come up with a struc- 
ture that will maximise the 
game's development. It will

take time. but changes will be 
made.” 

Will it also take time for the 
wounds inflicted on Stafrace 
by Reilly’s vitriol to heal? 
While Reilly was winning the 
chairmanship of the VSF, Sta- 
frace was winning back a place 
on the board. Does that mean 
that the VSF chairman doesn't 
enjoy the full support of his 
board? 

“No, no way. Okay, I gave 
Lou a hell of a bath back then 
but that’s politics. The politick- 
ing is over now and it’s down to 
hard work and Lou is a very 
hard worker 

“Michael Weinstein is a gen- 
tleman and to this very day 
he's a good friend of mine. The 
very night that I won the chair- 
Manship | made sure that 
Michael was made honorary 
life president of the federation 
and | invited Michael to every 
board meeting. In fact, he's 
only missed one. Michael 
Weinstein can't be lost to the 
game because he still has a 
very significant contribution to 
make.” 

The significance of Jack 
Reilly's contribution will be- 
come clearer in time but one 
thing’s for certain — Reilly 
will speak his mind and he 
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° Jack Reilly and John Constantine 
Gre two of the most powerful men in 
Australian soccer. Reilly is chairman of 
the Victorian Soccer Federation, Con- 
stantine is president of the NSW Soccer 
Federation, and both men are on the ASF 
executive and the ASF’s World Cup com- 
miftee. in their hands they hold the for- 
tunes of aspiranis to the national team 
coaching position and they can make de- 
cisions the effect of which reaches 
throughout the league structure of the 
game in their respective States. They 
also loom large on the horizon as future 
presidents of the ASF. 
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doesn't take a backward step 
when confrontation looms. 
“Take me and Sam Papasa- 
vas for example. We have 
some almighty arguments 
from time to time but at the 
end of the day we still can 


talk to each other. | suppose I 
have something of a love-hate 
relationship with Sam but if 
just one thing comes out of 
our arguments that helps Aus- 
tralian soceer then that 
makes it all worthwhile.

Anyway. lvestil got a hige 
job to do here (in NSW) We're 
the largest federation by far in 
terms of player registrations 
and there is alot of work need- 
ed to continually improve the 
game in NSW" 

Promoting youth always has 
been high’ on Constantine's list 
of, priorities He made that 
clear during his six-year term 
as president of Sydney 
Olympic. 

“| didn’t like imports. I was 
and cemain more interested 
in the home-grown) product. 
That’s where! the future of 
soccer lies in this country. 

“Tinstituted a youth policy at 
Olympic which produced play- 
ers such as Peter Raskopoulos, 
Chris Kalantzis and Tony 
Dakos. 


“I had a belief that rather 
than getting second raters 
from Overseas we should’ get 
locals and if they were of 
Greek origin then that was a 
bonus for the club. It had a 


great effect on our public and - 


Olympic remains one’ of the 
best supported clubs in the 
country.> ; 

_ It was at Olymipic that Gon- 
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Stantine confronted a problem 
that besets every club commit: 
teeman It was a head-on con- 
frontation, one that led’ to’ his 
Tesignation. 

“1 suppose that I had no 
more or no less hassles than 
other people in trying to ad- 
minister a’soccer.club but I've 
Zot/no time for’a situation in 
which supporters place pres- 
sure on people-who are in hon- 
orary positions. 

“I'm very critica! of that sit- 
uation and when [| resigned 
from Olympics board in 1982 
ail the sound, logical reasons 
for making decisions had gone. 

“Only a few games were 
left before the end of the sea- 
son and some members of the 
committee wanted to sack the 
coach, Doug Collins, just be- 
cause we'd lest a few games. I 
Was against it. I said that it 
was silly to do such a thing at 
that stage of the season. I told 
the committee that we were 
about to announce a $200,000 
sponsorship deal and that I 
didn’t want it jeopardised. I 
said that if the coach was 
sacked then I would be forced 
to resign. Tom Doumanis, the 
current president of the club, 
supported me on this issue but 
we were outvoted. I think that 
some members of the com- 
mittee didn’t really expect 
me to leave but I did. It was 
an intolerable situation as far 
as I was concerned.” 

But Constantine couldn't stay 
out of soccer That would have 
been even more intolerable. 
From the day he arrived! in 
Australia at the age of six from 
his native Cyprus, Constantine 
played soccer He played’ for 
his school, for the western sub- 
urbS representative’ sidé, the 
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APIA juniors, the now defunct 
Pan Hellenic and then Gran- 
ville AEK. His career was cut 
short in the early 1960s due to 
a heart murmur, a legacy of 
the rheumatic fever he suf- 
fered from as a child. 

A successful academic 
period followed and Constan- 
tine has been practising solic- 
itor for many years. [n 1975 his 
father, an avid Pan Hellenic 
fan, volunteered Constantine's 
Services on an honorary basis 
to Pan Hellenic during the 
club's last annual general 
meeting at which its financial 
Tuin Was laid bare. 

Constantine was involved, on 
Pan Hellenic’s behalf, in Su- 
preme Court litigation and it 
was that experience which 
hardened his resolve to plunge 
headlong into soccer 
administration. 

He joined Olympic’s board in 
1977 and almost immediately 
Was appointed chairman. After 
his resignation he spent 1983 
“getting to know my son 
better” and coaching 
Pagewood's under 14s. a “thor: 
oughly enjoyable experience.” 

He was asked to join the 
NSW federation’s board of 
management in 1984 and was 
elected president that same 
year. In 1986 he was rewarded 
for his work, not just in soc- 
cer, but throughout the com- 


munity, when he was 
awarded the Order of 
Australia. 


“That is the greatest honor 
ever bestowed upon me and 
my family and it's something 
that I tréasure and will do 
always.” 

Constantine also is proud of 
the 65-acre development tak- 
ing place at Valentine Park in 
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Parklea, the home of the NSW 
federation. 

“Victoria's got a nice little 
house and'I don't say that in a 
derogatory fashion but our 
complex is Valued well in ex- 
cess of $10 million. 

“It’s a site that our forefa- 
thers bought and have slowly 
developed and it’s named in 
honor of the man who had the 
foresight to buy it and remains 
my treasurer and one of my 
hardest working and most 
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@ Has anyone out there got an “X’’? That's the 


competent officials to this day 
— Charles Valentine. 

“We've pot four soccer pitch- 
es, a large gymnasium with an 
administrative block and we'll 
eventually complete a 60-room 
motel thanks to a $1 million 
grant from the State govern- 
ment. We'll also have a grand- 
stand to seat 3000 people and a 
swimming pool. It will be a 
showpiece for soccer in NSW.” 

Constantine already has 
made his mark as president of 
the NSW federation. He is on 
the Sydney Cricket Ground 
trust. as is Nicholas. Whitlam, 
head of the State Bank of NSW, 
which now is the major spon- 
Sor of soccer in that State. 

“I raised the possibility of 
sponsorship with Nick and it 
developed into one of the big- 
gest things ever to happen to 
soccer in NSW. The three-year 
sponsorship is a tremendous 
breakthrough for our federa- 
tion and is evidence of the posi- 
tive attitude taken towards 
what we're trying to.do by one 
of the most prestigious bodies 
in the State. That sponsorship 
will play an important part in 
the development of soccer in 
NSW.”

Alex Ferguson and David Hay, managers of Manches- 
ter United and Glasgow Celtic respectively, have both 
personally assured Brian Haffenden, organiser of the 
Australian international tournament in June, that they 
will be bringing out their strongest sides possible and 
will be playing to win. 

Meanwhile, Brian Clough, manager of Nottingham Forest, the 
other British team competing in the tournament against the Aus- 
tralian national team, has said he is looking forward to meeting 
Frank Arok as they have similar reputations for being outspoken. 

Last week ‘Soccer Action’ reported that Clough had apolo- 
gised for, in an unguarded moment, calling African soccer na- 
tions “a load of spearthrowers who still go round eating each 
other”. 

The match schedule for the four-way tournament has been 
announced with one game éach being played in Melbourne and 
Sydney, two games in Adelaide, and three games, including the 
final, to be played in Perth under lights at the WACA. 

The three overseas teams competing have committed them- 
selves to bringing over their strongest teams possible, barring 
injury or international commitments. 

Scotland has a fixture which clashes with the early games of the 
tournament but it is understood that Celtic plans to fly out its 
Scottish internationals after the Scotland match if they can get 
here in time for the final games.

to the population at large... 

This, of course, has not hap- 
pened and probably will not 
happen; the true-blue, dinky-di, 
non-ethnic Australians of this 
great land will embrace soccer 
when they swap their Fourex 
for Chianti, their meat pie for 
empanada and their lamb 
chops for raznici. 


So be it. I don't see why we 
should bemoan this fact for 
ever. we know what they are 
missing. 

At the same time, we 
Shouldn't be too embarrassed 
about the composition of our 
NSL. The media still will large- 
ly ignore soccer, especially 
commercial television, which 
is chasing ratings and advertis- 
ing dollars. 

But, speaking truthfully, how 
ethnic is our topflight soccer, 
the NSL? 


Completely, totally and abso- 
lutely. ALL the 14 clubs have 
the financial and organisa- 
tional support of various ethnic 
groups 

And, as every honest observ- 
er will admit, 90 per cent or 
more of our crowds are also 
first-generation “ethnics”. 


For the first time since the 
start of the NSL in 1977, there 
is not a single non-ethnic club 
in the field! 


Broadly speaking, we have 
four clubs backed by the Ilal- 
ian community, three by the 
Greek. four by sub-ethnic 
groups now residing in Yugo- 
Slavia and one apiece by Hun- 
garians, Jews and Maltese. 


That makes it a total of 12 
clubs out of the 14 which origi- 
nate from the Mediterranean 
and two which could be catled 
Central Europeans (St George 
and Hakoah). 


The trend is quite clearly to- 
wards more Italian and Greek 
influence in the future, mainly 
because the migrant colonies 
are so numerous and So flerce- 
ly homogenous. 


I wouldn't be a bit surprised 
if within two or three years, the 
NSL would include only clubs 
with Italian, Greek, Balkan, 
Croatian, Serbian, Macedonian 
etc. support. 


After all, where are now the 
clubs of the Czech, Dutch, Aus- 
trian, Polish, Ukrainian and 
other “colonies” which once 
played such a vita! role in the 
various State Leagues of 
Australia?

The demotion, even occa- 
sional disappearance of “dis- 
trict” and city clubs, simply 
proves what I said at the out- 
set — that senior soccer in 
this country only appeals to 
immigrant groups. 

Since 1977 the NSL-PSL has 
accommodated seven “Austra- 
lian" clubs: Mooroolbark, 
Western Suburbs, Canberra, 
Newcastle, Blacktown, Wollon- 
pong and Penrith. 

None of them is still in the 
NSL in 1987. 


Mooroolbark, Wests and 
Penrith play in a very minor 
jeague. if not at junior level, 
while the others will now be 
part of the NSW State League. 

Actually, even Canberra and 
Newcastle have gone through 
some metamorphosis in recent 
years. 

Canberra, once a non-ethnic 
or multi-ethnic, city club of the 
national capital, has gone 
Greek. Newcastle United, once 
independent, has gone broke 
and has been taken over by the 
Adamstown Rosebud club. 

Mooroolbark played in only 
one NSL season, in the first, 
when it was included in grati- 
tude for swinging the stubborn- 
ly anti-NSL Victorian clubs 
around, At the end of 1977 it

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FA Cup 
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London’s diccatenea 
domination of the English 
seasen gained impetus 
last weekend when Arsen- 
al and Tottenham eased 
into the quarter-finals of 
the Football Association 
(FA) Cup. 

Arsenal's unspectacular and 
unexpected climb upthe first di- 
vision table has not been met 
with unanimous approval and 
it won few new friends with the 
manner of its untidy 2-0 win 
over second division tailenders 
Barnsley 

Not for the first time this 
season Arsenal’s opener 
came via a Martin Hayes pen- 
alty’after an hour and the re- 
lief on the Highbury terraces 
was mirrored on the pitch. 

The mercurial Charlie Nich- 
olas was immediately taken off 
the substitutes’ bench and the 
Scoitish striker showed a re- 
freshing sense of adventure 
with a breathtaking goal in the 
closing stages. 

Like the jealous neighbors it 
is, Tottenham took the same 
route to victory against first di- 
vision strugglers Newcastle 
which gave as good as it got 
until Clive Allen netted his 30th 
goal of the season with a 20th 
minute penalty 

Arsenal, second in the first 
division, will be hoping to keep 
alive its hopes of winning the 
English treble when it meets 
its great north London rivals in 
the second leg of the less im- 
portant League Cup semifinal 
on Sunday. Tottenham won the 
first leg 1-0. 

The two Londoners are joint 
favorites to win the FA Cup. 

London's representation in 
the last eight of the FA Cup 
ceuld be as high as five be- 
cause West Ham and Watford 
both drew away from home 
and will be favourites to win 
their midweek replays. 

West Ham enjoyed an excel- 
lent 1-1 draw at Sheffield 
Wednesday, while Watford was 


relieved to escape with a simi- 
lar result at third division 
Walsall 

But London's fifth surviving 
club, Queen’s Park Rangers, 
failed to reach the sixth round 
when if lost 2-1 at second divi- 
sion Leeds. 

Whatever the outcome of 
Walsall’s return date at Wat- 
ford, the third division is guar- 
anteed one club in the quarter- 
finals following Wigan's 
splendid 3-0 home win over 
second division Hull 

But rejuvenated Coventry 
produced the most impressive 
win of the day when it trav- 
elled to second division high- 
fliers Stoke and emerged 1-0 
winners, courtesy of a, Micky 
Gynn goal after 72 minutes. 

There was further good 
news for Arsenal in the league 
when third-placed Liverpool 
failed to move above the Lon- 
doners after being held toa 2-2 
draw at Aston Villa despite go- 
ing ahead after 40 seconds with 
a Craig Johnston goal. 

But an own goal by Mark 
Lawrenson, Ireland's Euro- 
pean Championship hero in 
Scotland on Wednesday, and a 
43rd minute effort from de- 
fender Paul Eliott left Liver- 
pool trailing until Paul Walsh 
grabbed a late equaliser 

Everton continue to lead the 
first division with 54 points fol- 
lowed by Arsenal (53) and Liv- 
erpool (52) 

The Scottish Cup provided 
the most romantic tale of the 
day when Highland League 
outfit Peterhead came from 
behind to draw 2-2 at second 
division leaders Raith. 

A large percentage of Peter- 
head's supporters’ club mem- 
bers will be unable to attend 
next week’s replay, however — 
they are inmates of the local 
maximum-security prison who 
follow the fortunes of the club 
with great interest. 

Leading cup contenders 
Dundee United, which meets 
Barcelona in the quarter-finals 





of the UEFA Cup, was almost 
victim of a surprise at first di- 
vision stragglers Brechin 
where it was fortunate to se- 
cure a one-goal victory. 

Hearts, last season's beaten 
finalists, became clear favor- 
ites to land the trophy this year 
when they beat Glasgow Celtic 
in thrilling fashion at Edin- 
burgh, striker John Robertson 
scoring the priceless winner 10 
minutes from time. 

Celtic’s defeat means the 
quarter-final line-up will be 
missing the three best support- 
ed clubs in Scotland. Glasgow 
Rangers and Aberdeen were 
beaten in the last round.

‘SPANIARDS STAB 
BRITS IN BRAWL 


Spanish youths stabbed 
two British fans in a 
brawl outside Madrid’s 
Santiago Bernabeu stadi- 
um, before Engiand’s 4-2 
win over Spain in their 
friendly last week. 

Ian Bradlem, 20, was knifed 
in the groin and taken to hospi- 
tal in serious condition, the sec- 
ond fan, 19-year-old Norman 
Dean, had lesser injuries. 

Police said the two Britons 
were stabbed during fighting 
between rival supporters 
after a British bus was stoned 
as it was being parked outside 
the stadium. 

An hour before the match, 
about 200 members of the vio- 
lent “Ultra Sur" Real Madrid 
fan club gathered at the south

Wales striker Mark 
Hughes gave Juventus 
chairman Giampero Boni- 
perti a tantalising sight of 
his aggressive skills as his 
injury-ravaged country 
held the Soviet Union toa 
goalless draw in Swansea. 

Boniperti officially flew in 
from Turin to check on the 
welfare of the Italian club’s 
Stg. 3.2 million — ($A7.38 mil- 
lion) — investment from Liv- 
erpool Ian Rush. Rush is 
scheduled to join Juventus in 
the northern summer. 

But Barcetona striker 
Hughes overshadowed Rush 
and must have tempted Boni- 
perti into trying to grant 
Rush’s wish to have his Welsh 
colleague playing alongside 
him for Juventus next season. 

The Juventus supremo saw 
the pair underline their under- 
standing and extend their un- 
beaten international 
partnership to nine games. 

Indeed, Hughes stabbed a 
shot past Soviet goalkeeper 
Viktor Chanov after 31 
minutes, but his delight turned 
to disappointment, when he 
was adjudged to have used un- 
fair force in exposing a chink 
in the iron curtain. 

Wales manager Mike Eng- 
land said: “We were all disap- 
pointed. Had it been allowed, it 
would have opened the game 
up in the second-half.” 

Hughes shrugged off that set- 
back and continued to torment 





side of the stadium. A similar 
number of England supporters 
were protected by helmeted 
police in a special enclosure on 
the opposite side of the pitch. 

Twieve British youths were 
detained in the northern town 
of Tolosa for hooliganism ona 
train to Madrid. 

Six others were detained in 
the central city of Burgos after 
a fight in a discotheque spilled 
over into surrounding streets. 

England scoring-machine 
Gary Lineker kept up his re- 
markable production rate 
with all four goals. 

The Barcelona striker's 
deadly finishing sealed a thor- 
oughly impressive England 
performance, with Glenn Hod- 
dle creative and imposing in 
midfield and new-boy Tony Ad- 
ams sure-footed at the back. 

Lineker’s four-goal haul, two 
in each half after Emilio Bu- 
tragueno had given the home 
side an early lead, was his best- 
ever for England and the per- 
fect birthday present for 
manager Bobby Robson, 53 last 
week. 

With Lineker in the same 
brilliant form which made him 
the leading scorer in last year’s 
World Cup finals, England 
played with style and confi- 
dence enough to look like a 
force to be reckoned with in 
the 1988 European Champion- 
ship finals. 

Only Butragueno shone for 
Spain and despite a Ramon 
Vazquez's header past substi- 
tute goalkeeper Chris Woods 
which ended the scoring, the 
final whistle was greeted with 
a shower of seat cushions from 
the cold and disappointed 
home crowd 

Lineker'’s fireworks were 
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enough to warm the tiny Eng- 
land contingent. 

His first goal came in the 
23rd minute after captain Bry- 
an Robson saw a chipped left- 
foot shot ricochet off the post 
to Hoddle. His shot was parried 
but the Tottenham man 
crossed to the far post where 
Lineker forced the ball over 
the line with his head. 

Four minutes later, Viv An- 
derson headed down a Hoddle 
free-kick on to Lineker's left 
foot and England was ahead. 

A minute after the interval, 
Lineker used his head again to 
Knock in a parried save from 
Peter Beardsley’s shot and 10 
minutes after that, took a pass 
from the same player on the 
edge of the penalty area to 
beat clubmate Andoni Zubizar- 
reta with a diagonal left-foot 
effort as he fell. 

With Hoddle hitting the bar 
with a long-range effort and 
Lineker just wide after a surg- 
ing run from midfield, Spain 
will think itself lucky not to 
have lost by more
